The first school building to be 
built in the Johnston district was 
constructed on the farm of, and 
from the timber of James 
Lawson, great-grandfather of 
our principal, Mr. Robert C. 
Otto. 

Mr. Otto, born in July of 
1924, in Johnston, was one 
among the graduating class of 
1942 to serve in World War II. 
Mr. Otto served throughout 
Europe as a radio operator for 
the Air Force as a non- 
commissioned officer. 

Returning from the service, 
Mr. Otto received his Bachelor’s 
degree in Social Studies, and his 
Master’s degree in Administra- 
tion, both from Drake 
University. 

His administrative career 
began in 1965 when he accepted 
a position with Saudel as Vice- 
President. Three years later he 



returned to Johnston to be the junior- 
senior high principal at the middle 
school for six years. When the present 
high school was built, he moved to the 
new building and has been principal 
for nine years, this year having been 
his last. 

At the end of July, when his contract 
was fulfilled, he entered his retirement. 

On May 22nd, at Commencement, 
the class of 1983 left J.H.S., and Mr. 
Otto left with them.

She thought they 
could make it with the help of a little 
faith and a smile. The guest speaker 
was Charles Iler, he wished the class 
luck and gave Mr. Otto the nickname 
“Toot.” His speech was special 
because he also spoke to the class at 
their 8th grade graduation. The 
diplomas were handed out by Mr. Lee 
Main, father of one of the students, 
and friend to all. Superintendant Louis 
Friestad quipped that son Monte 
should perhaps go into advertising 
because of the salutation “Hi Mom” 
on his hat.
